_, Closed Seasons:-—There is a closed 
season throughout the year on wood 
ducks, swans, cranes, curlew, willets,

«knots, . oyster-catchers, phalaropes 
stilts, surf-birds, turnstones and all 
the shore birds not provided with an 
open season in the above schedule.
